CHICAGO— Ohio ranks second 


among the states of the Union in 
the mileage of surfaced highways 
with 46,245 miles, according to a 
survey by the American Research 
Foundation, the results of which 
were made public here . 


"Indiana is first in the-mileage 


of surfaced highways with' 50,995," 
says a report summarizing' the sur- 
vey, /'and Minnesota is third with 
34,233 miles.

of surfaced roads.
